winners of tlie first tliree races, making eight eoiisecntive victories, w'hieli is a record in this coniitr.v.

Steeiilceliase j<xkey F. AVilliams made a r»*cord liy riding tlu* winners of all tlu* stceplecliase races 
rnn during tlu* meeting at AA'iiidsor, Out.. -August 28 to Se|it«*niber 4, 1911. Tliere were live raees of tiie 
sort and AA'illiams made a clean sweejt of tliem.

CAREER OF JOCKEY CLARENCE O’NEILL 

New Zealand Rider Before the Public for Twenty- 
Seven Years Despite Numerous Accidents. 



Fi w jocke.vs have had a more varied and rc- 
liiarkalile career tliaii Clarence O’Xeill, s.-iys .a 
writer in the Melbourne Weekl.v Times. He has 
been riding in public for twenty-seven years, in 
xvliieh time he lias had hundreds of falls over 
liiirdles and feiiees. and has broken no fewer than 
iweiit.v- three lames. His legs have lieen broken 
five times, his rilis six times, liis jaw twice, his 
collar tames seven limes, and his nose four times. 
He himself laugliingl.v deelares that his collar lames 
eould be eonveniently used us tiaitlipieks. One acci- 
dent that kept him on his hack for more than a 
year, resulted in a large piece of lame tadng taken 
out of Ills tliigii wliieli liad the eiTeet of shortening 
his left leg )\v two and a lialf inelies. His face 
and head are a mass of scars, and lie estimates 
that surgeons liave put hundreds of stitehes in liim. 
Yet he still rides in races. 

O'Neill is not now in the boom, and lie is sensible 
enough to quite understand wliy he is not placed 
U|M>ii ihe same jM-destal as men in tlieir prime like 
llughio Cairns ami Roll Amsoii. Imt lie nevertheless | 
eoiiteuds tliat he is still able to ride well, and that 
his limited sueeess is due entirel.v to tlie faet that 
lie is generally called up to ride iudiffereut jump- | 
ers. for the reason t!mt lie has a sisa-ial gift | 
for managing unrul.v liorses and has the nerve and I 
pluck tliat enalde liim to face all kinds of risks, i 
'I'lieri- have Imeii quite recent iiieidents of his doing I 
lielter with outlaws like Ha.vstoii than an.v otlier 
joeke.v. For instanee, Haystoii time after time 
refused to leave tlie barrier, Imt O’Neill has always 
got liim away, and not only that, but in the Grand I 
National Hurdles lie aetually made liim set the paee I 
for a mile and a half. Cecil Goilby liad a standing 
olTer of $.fi() to any jockey who eould make Socotra I 
complete a hurdle race, and O’Xeill bagged that I 
sum ever.v time he rode him, while others who tried ' 
their hands lost it. i 

“SLOANING” OVER JUMPS. 

Rut wliili! siieli feats of Iiorspinansliip are the 
main factors in Ihe present stage of O’Neill’s I 
e.iner. there was a time when his iMisition in the I 
jocke.v’s world was more proiiouneed. For example, I 
he i\:is the man who iiitrodnced the Tod Sloan style j 
of seat over jiiinps, Imt Is'fore enlarging on that | 
let ii.s liMik e\cn further back into bis career.

He came 
in eimtact with I'peott, wlio used to ride for tlie ] 
iiiiilti iiiillioiiaire. Abe Hailey. I'peott taught 
O’Neill to “Sloan” and when lie returned to New 
Zealand lie tM'gail to apply the st.vle over jumps. 
He met witli immediate sueeess. and attracted much 
attention. Just iiere. perliaps. it may Ih; wise to 
IMiiiil out tliat O'Neill d<«-s not Isdieve in “Sloan- 
iiig” over jumps Iso-aiise it does not give the jockey 
an.v chance of lioldiiig his seat when the liorse 
makes a mistake. “1 oiil.v eoiitiiiiied to ‘.81o:in' 
because of the deiiiaiid tliat set in for it.” declares 
O'.Xeill. Asked liow it was tliat lie did not find 
till- style disastrous.

There is not an important jumping event in the 
light little island that he has not wuu. On the 



mainland he Ims. among other things, ridden AA’im- 
mera into second place in tlie Australian Hurdles, 
in wliieh event lie was also third on Flavel. How- 
ever. as I have already indicated, his opportunities 
in Victoria Imve lieeii ratiier limited. He has to 
take the “rougher" rides, hut. as he puts it, lie 
does Hot ever e.'.iieet to get to the top of the tree 
again, but is satisfied Avith ii fair thing. 

A DARING FEAT, 

There is iirolialdy onl.v one man — J. N. M’- 
Gregor — who has a bigger record of serious aeei- 
deiits titan O’N'eill. It is said that M’Gregor has at 
one time or another hreken every hone in his boily 
and in all lie has spent years in Imspitals. O’N'eiil 
claims that his accidents liave not affected his 
nerve, tin one oeeasion he rmie Romany Girl in 
a hurdle race at (lislxiriie. She fell and broke 
O’N'eiH’s collar iKine. O'N'eill liad been engaged to 
ride Ja<‘k O’Lantern in tiie steeplechase — three 
races after tlie hurdle race — so he said nothing 
alxiiit Ids injurj . He actuall.v w<mi on Jack 
O’Lanteni. Then there was once at Flemington, 
wlien. after liaving Ids nose broken in a fall in the 
Fmitseray Steepleeliase. O’N'eill came out lialf an 
hour later and steered Gold A'ale in tlie Trial 
Hurdle Race. “I am not tlie onl.v jo<-key who has 
done a similar thing to tliat,” deelares O’Xeill, 
“for I imrsonally know of several cases in Aus- 
tralia.” 

tt’Neill lias three lirctlicrs — Ernest. A'incent and 
Sidne.A — all of whom have Ix-eu at one time or an- 
other mixed up with the racing game. Indeed, he 
has gained a special notoriety for ids abilit.v in 
handling liorses, espe<dally tlie more troublesome 
ones. Sidney gained quite a name for liiinself b.v 
quieting Rlairgour and Hard of .Avon. Vincent was 
I a joeke.v, but grew out of it quickly, widle Ernest.
